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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

1981  was  noted  in  Easton  mainly  for  a  dramatic  increase  in  property  taxes.  This  was  due  to  a 
number  of  factors  that  just  happened  to  take  place  all  in  one  year.  One  reason  was  reduced  income 
from  outside  sources,  but  the  greatest  share  of  the  increased  expense  was  in  payments  to  schools. 
Last  year  we  urged  taxpayers  to  attend  the  annual  school  meetings  with  little  success.  Perhaps 
that  message  will  be  given  more  attention  this  year.  With  more  than  60%  of  our  budget  at  stake,  it 
just  doesn't  make  sense  to  allow  others  to  make  our  decisions. 

The  Town  Hall  received  a  new  roof  this  past  summer.  Other  improvements  are  needed; 
particularly  to  the  plumbing,  however;  we  have  decided  to  wait  until  the  Fire  Department  issue  is 
settled. 

Fire  Protection  continues  to  be  a  problem  in  that  Franconia  and  Sugar  Hill  feel  Easton  should 
provide  its'  own  manpower  and  equipment.  Their  contention  is  that  fire  fighting  is  a  hazardous 
undertaking  and  to  ask  volunteer  firemen  to  risk  their  persons  and  equipment  in  a  neighboring 
town  that  is  not  prepared  to  return  the  favor  is  unreasonable.  Stanley  Sherburn  has  headed  a 
committee  this  past  year  and  together  they  have  made  several  proposals,  some  of  which  appear  in 
this  years  warrant.  We  hope  the  Towns  people  will  come  forward  and  support  our  volunteer 
department  as  it  will  take  every  able  bodied  individual  in  Easton  to  make  it  work. 

Clean-up  day  in  May  was  a  great  success  in  spite  of  gloomy  weather.  Pat  Coogan  organized  and 
directed  the  event. 

The  Kinsman  Valley  Club  reported  a  variety  of  activities  for  the  year  including  a  Chicken  Pie 
supper,  Fire  Warden  supper  and  providing  refreshments  at  elections  and  other  Town  affairs. 
They  have  also  made  a  number  of  donations,  most  notable  of  which  is  a  painting  by  L.  Gerard  Paine 
now  hanging  in  the  Town  Hall.  We  commend  them  for  continued  good  deeds  and  on  active  interest 
in  our  Town.

The  town  trust  funds  are  divided  among  22  certificates  of  Deposit  in  The  Saver's  Bank,  Littleton, 
NH.  Per  Annum  rates  of  interest  on  these  certificates  range  from  6.75%  to  12%.  Terms  of 
investment  are  2^4  years. 

Interest  from  the  Cemetery  Trust  Funds  (#1-20  and  #22)  is  used  for  care  of  the  Kinsman 
Cemetery.  The  Capital  Reserve  Fund  (#21)  was  started  by  Town  Meeting  vote  in  1945  and  1946 
with  an  original  investment  of  $600.00.  Accrued  interest  on  the  account  now  stands  at  $2,432.00, 
with  a  balance  of  $3,032.00.  Use  of  this  account  is  authorized  only  by  approval  of  a  majority  of 
voters  at  Town  Meeting.

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FIRE  SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

In  past  years  Easton  has  contracted  its  fire  protection  from  the  Towns  of  Franconia  and  Sugar 
Hill.  It  is  now  felt  that  Easton  should  provide  some  of  its  own  fire  protection.  Last  year  a  committee 
of  Robert  Wutzdorff ,  Gerald  Coogan,  C.  Marte  Colton  and  myself  met  to  discuss  what  options  are 
available  to  Easton  and  the  best  way  to  implement  them. 

The  general  consensus  is  that  Easton  should  form  a  Department  of  its  own,  thus  buying  a  fire 
truck  and  building  a  garage  to  house  truck  and  equipment. 

We  will  still  need  Mutual  Aid  from  Franconia  and  Sugar  Hill  but  should  be  able  to  handle  the 
majority  of  our  own  fires.  A  lot  of  problems  will  have  to  be  overcome,  but  with  work  and  time  we 
can  do  it. 

Some  of  the  problems  are  as  follows: 

1.  Finding  a  suitable  truck 

2.  Support  equipment 

3.  Location  for  a  station 

4.  Forming  an  organization 

This  is  a  major  decision  for  us  to  make;  one  that  is  permanent  and  expensive.  Please  come  to  vote 
on  March  9th. 

I  want  to  remind  the  citizens  of  Easton  that  you  must  have  your  wood  stove  and  new  chimney 
installations  inspected  and  obtain  an  oil  burner  permit  on  new  oil  furnaces.

THE  SADIE  N.  GLOVER  &  HELEN  J.  YOUNG  MEMORIAL  FUND 
for  books  for  the  Easton  Free  Public  Library 

The  fund  was  started  on  August  3,  1978  as  a  Memorial  to  our  longtime  Easton  resident  by  the 
Kinsman  Valley  Club  and  friends  who  wished  to  contribute  in  Sadie's  memory.  It  was  put  into  a 
savings  account  in  The  Littleton  Savings  Bank  to  gather  interest,  specifying  that  interest  only 
could  be  used.  By  January  1980,  the  contributions  reached  a  total  of  $  178.00,  plus  the  interest.  In 
January  of  1981  they  were  $200.68.  On  March  11, 1981  the  total  was  $202.55  and  the  interest  was 
withdrawn,  leaving  the  principal.  The  interest  was  applied  to  the  purchase  of  three  books,  and  a 
balance  of  $9.51  was  needed  to  pay  for  them,  which  the  Kinsman  Club  contributed.  At  a  Kinsman 
Club  meeting,  after  the  death  of  Helen  J.  Young,  it  was  voted  to  give  from  the  Club  $178.00  to 
match  Sadie's  account.  This  was  done,  making  the  total  of  $356.00  to  make  a  Memorial  to  both  of 
our  citizens.  It  is  now  The  Sadie  N.  Glover  &  Helen  J.  Young  Memorial  Fund  for  the  Easton  Free 
Public  Library.  The  Saving's  Book  was  turned  over  to  the  Library  Trustees  and  will  require  three 
signatures  for  withdrawal.  Librarian  and  two  Trustees.  In  June  of  1981  the  account  was 
transferred  to  a  2/2  year  certificate  of  savings  at  12%  interest.  On  December  31, 1981,  the  balance 
on  hand  is  $384.70.  The  interest  may  be  withdrawn  when  needed  or  left  to  collect  more  interest.

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PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Board  completed  the  new  Subdivision  Regulations  and  they  were  incorporated  with  the 
Zoning  Regulations  in  a  booklet  available  to  all  residents.  The  Subdivisions  that  the  Board  was 
asked  to  review  were  primarily  the  result  of  an  estate  being  divided  among  family  members,  one 
large  parcel  of  land  being  divided  into  four  separate  properties  by  the  owner,  and  one  parcel  of 
land  being  divided  into  two  lots  by  the  owner.  All  were  passed  by  the  Board. 

The  Board  feels  the  new  Subdivision  Regulations  will  fit  the  needs  of  the  Town  of  Easton.  We 
have  tried  to  keep  them  simple  and  yet  provide  for  orderly  growth  and  development.  The  most 
important  aspect  of  these  regulations  is  that  they  will  enable  the  Board  to  make  decisions  based  on 
these  guidelines  and  thereby  insure  equitable  treatment  for  all. 

The  implementation  of  Subdivision  Regulations  is  an  important  step  for  the  Town  of  Easton  and 
will  provide  needed  control,  but  there  are  several  other  areas  that  need  attention.  The  most 
important  at  this  time  is  how  the  new  Mobile  Home  Law  passed  August  1st  of  1981  by  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  will  affect  the  Town  of  Easton.  That  will  be  the  work  of  the  Planning  Board  in  the 
coming  year.

DOGS  MUST  BE  LICENSED  ON  OR  BEFORE  APRIL  30th  if  dog  is  3  months  old  or  older, 
and  must  wear  a  license  tag  to  comply  with  NH  laws,  Chapter  466,  R.S.A.  The  dog(s)  must 
also  have  rabies  vaccination  and  tag  (442-A). 

There  is  a  $1.00  penalty  if  not  paid  before  June  1st  (466:7).  Whoever  keeps  a  dog  contrary 
to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  466,  R.S.A.  may  FORFEIT  as  much  as  $15.00  to  the  city  or  town 
in  which  the  dog  is  kept  (466:13). 

THIS  LAW  WILL  BE  STRICTLY  ENFORCED  BY  LOCAL  AUTHORITIES 

Speeding  violations  BY  RESIDENTS  CONTINUE  TO  BE  EXTREMELY  HIGH  on  Route 
116  and  side  roads.  All  of  us  living  in  this  town  should  set  an  example  by  keeping  our  speed  at 
the  minimum  to  protect  the  safety  of  our  residents. 

The  police  department  spent  many  hours  investigating  robberies,  running  after  stray  dogs 
and  assisting  the  townspeople,  especially  the  elderly. 

I  have  worked  closely  with  the  Sheriff's  Department,  the  State  Police  and  the  police  depart- 
ments of  Franconia  and  Sugar  Hill  in  an  effort  to  have  better  protection  for  Easton. 

The  selectmen  have  been  most  cooperative,  and  I  have  followed  their  requests  to  the  best  of 
my  ability.
